2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Document D1-D4 (US 6,369.078 Bl; US 4,910.209; US5 ,075,320; Database HCAPLUS on STN, No. 1973:92973, JOUVENAZ et 
al.) discloses the claimed composition comprising a conqjound of the stnicutre. However, none of the prior art references teaches or 
suggests the use of said conposition for the treatment of cancer or tumour or angiogenic disorder. 

Claims 1-3 do not meet the Novelty and Inventive Criteria under PCT Article 33(2)-(3) since the claiming subject matters are known 
in the art Document D1-D4 are novelty destroying documents. 

Claims 1-3, 8-35 meet the Industrial AppUcability Criteria under PCT Article 33(4) since the subject matter of the claimed invention 
relates to the pharmaceutical composition and therapeutic utilities. 
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
